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XIV—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS

No. 50—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during July, August and September, 1959 


July 


General—At the beginning of the month an anticyclone, centred over the Bight, covered 
Australia ; weather was fine in most places, and no rain was recorded anywhere in the State. 


On the 6th a depression off the west coast brought northerly winds to the western districts, 
and during the next few days there were showers at most places south of the tropics and general 
rains in the South-West division on the 9th. 


After a period of fine weather in the middle of the month when the continent was again 
covered by a high-pressure system, showers recommenced in the southern divisions. On the 
24th, a deep depression moved down the west coast, bringing gales to the southern half of the 
State and general rains to the South-West and Gascoyne divisions. It moved away rapidly 
and falls in the wheatbelt were lighter than anticipated. 


A low-pressure trough extending southward from the tropics towards the southern depression 
brought unseasonable rains to the Fortescue and De Grey divisions, where falls were heavier 
than at any time during the wet season. 


Rainfall—In the southern half of the State rainfall was generally below normal and in the 
wheatbelt it amounted to only about 40 per cent. of the normal J uly total. On the other hand 
showers, though light, were fairly frequent—some wheatbelt centres averaged about one wet 
day in three—and there were no really severe dry spells. In the South-Coastal districts some 
centres recorded rain on 20 days, but still failed to reach their normal July total. 

Rains in the South-Eastern and Eucla divisions were less frequent and lighter than in the 
South-West, and totals for the month were mainly below normal. 


The Gascoyne division received good rains in the western section, but in the East Gascoyne 
and North-Eastern divisions, totals were mainly below normal, most of them ranging between 
50 points and one inch. 


In the Fortescue and De Grey some centres received over four inches from the rains of the 
‘26th-28th, the best falls being recorded in the southern and inland districts. Port Hedland 
received only a little over half an inch, and the rains did not extend to the Kimberley division 
where the highest fall reported at this time was two points at Lagrange. At most places in the 
Kimberley division no rain was recorded during the month. 


Temperatwre—July temperatures have been higher than usual almost throughout the State 
and at Hamelin Pool the maximum exceeded the normal on every day but one. 


Wyndham was the most consistently hot place, and reported the highest temperature in 
the State on fifteen occasions, including the highest for the month, 96° on the 31st. Low day 
temperatures occurred in the South-West towards the end of the month, the maximum at Man- 
jimup and Katanning on the 23rd and 24th respectively being only 51°. 


Nights were also warmer than usual over most of the State, but in the southern inland dis- 
tricts minimum temperatures were a little more frequently below normal than above. The lowest 
for the week, 30°, was recorded at four different centres, Collie, Bridgetown, Wandering and 
Mundiwindi. 

Metropolitan—Although the number of wet days in July was about normal, there was con- 
‘siderably less than the normal amount of rain. Until the 28th the total rainfall for the month 
was the lowest on record for Perth. Subsequently, there were two wet days, and the month 


finished with a total of 306 points—less than half the normal fall. It was the driest J uly since 
1937 and the fourth driest on record. 


Temperatures were mainly above normal, the minimum of 61-7° on the 20th being the highest 
‘in July for ten years, while the maximum of 74-0° on the 19th was the highest in July for five 
years. The mean maximum for the month, 66-5°, was the highest ever recorded for Perth. 


Despite these high temperatures and the deficient rainfall, there was very little more sunshine 
‘than normal. 

The most outstanding feature of the month’s weather was the gale on the night of the 24th, 
when buildings, trees, and power lines were damaged in many places, and a number of yachts 
were .blown from their moorings in the river. 


August 


General—During the first twelve days of the month a series of troughs, from deep low-pressure 
systems in the Southern Ocean, brought unsettled weather to the southern half of the State, and 
colder air penetrated even to the tropics. During the the rest of the month, however, the weather 
was dominated by a series of anticyclones which moved eastward along the south coast of Australia, 
@ position rather far south for August. This resulted in a steady flow of easterly air over most 
of the State. There was only one short break in these conditions, from the 17th to 19th, when a 
further trough brought rain to the agricultural areas of the South-West and unstable air behind 
it caused scattered light showers in coastal areas of the South-West. 


At the end of the month a series of very weak troughs caused cloudy conditions in the south 
but brought little rain. 


Rainfall—The series of troughs which crossed the State at the beginning of the month brought 
good rains to the South-West during the first twelve days, falls being particularly heavy on the 
9th and 10th as small secondary depressions travelled down one of the fronts. The North-Coasta } 
sub-division had consistently good falls on these days and many places had already received 
their normal August rainfall by the 12th. The further falls on the 18th and 19th brought genera ] 
rain again to the South-West and there were scattered falls in western areas of the South-East 
division. By the end of the month both the North-Coastal and North-Central sub-divisions had 
received more than normal rainfall ; but elsewhere in the South-West the incidence of heavier 
and lighter falls varied considerably within small areas, though the south coast was generally 
below average. 


The good rains in the early part of the month did not extend to the Gascoyne where only 
light falls were reported, mainly from southern and coastal areas, though a half-inch fall at Hamelin 
Pool on the 19th brought its total above the August average by 21 points. 


Farther north, in the tropics and the North-East division, conditions were almost entirely 
dry, though Broome had heavy dews on a number of nights. 


Temperature—August was a warm month throughout the State with maximum temperatures 
generally well above August averages, reaching the nineties frequently in the tropics and the 
seventies in the South-West. There were only two main breaks in the warm weather, each of 
short duration, when cold air from the Southern Ocean swept over the State behind the two main 
troughs, the first around the 11th and 12th and the second a week later. 


Due to the more southerly course of the anti-cyclones along the south coast this month 
the Eucla division had fairly persistent onshore winds in the second half of the month and tem- 
peratures were below normal from the 12th to the 26th except for one short break on the 18th 
and 19th, when they rose quickly to the seventies and then fell to the lower sixties again. 


The warmest places in the State were Fitzroy Crossing (8th and 9th), Hall’s Creek (13th), 
Lagrange (28th), Derby and Onslow (30th), which all reported 97°. On the 3lst Mandora reported 
98°. 


While night minima followed a roughly similar pattern, the clear skies after the 12th resulted 
in generally lower temperatures in inland areas of the South-West, South-East and Eucla divisions 
with frequent night frosts; though by the 28th night temperatures even in these divisions were 
generally above normal and no temperatures below 40° were reported on the last three nights 
of the month. 


The lowest minimum temperature was 30° recorded at Bridgetown on the 16th and 25th, 


Metropolitan—Perth had its warmest August on record and the month ended with nine 
consecutive days of temperatures between 70° and 80°. Although the average maximum for the 
month was 68°, 0-6° below the record of 1902, the average minimum of 50-2° brought the August 
mean temperature up to 59-1°, the highest ever recorded. The highest maximum for the month 
was 78-8° on the 27th and the lowest minimum 40° on the 20th. 


Although rain fell on each of the first twelve days of the month, only a further 90 points 
fell (on the 18th and 19th) and at the end of the month only 461 points had fallen as against an 
August average of 562 points. 


September 


General—At the beginning of the month the high-pressure belt was still in a very southerly 
position for the time of the year, and easterly winds maintained above-average temperatures 
over the State. However, by the 10th a trough to the south combined with another in the tropics 
to produce cloudy conditions and some rain in the south-east ; and as this trough moved east- 
wards into South Australia fairly general falls occurred in the South-West and South-East divisions 
due to the unstable southerly air behind it. This colder air spread to all parts of Western Australia. 
and caused marked falls of maximum and minimum temperatures throughout the State. Suc- 
ceeding anticyclones brought a return to warmer weather as they moved eastwards over the 
Bight ; but a very deep low over Tasmania at the end of the month blocked the western anti- 
cyclones and cool air continued to be drawn into southern districts. 
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Rainfall—Only scattered showers were reported from the South-West division during the 
first ten days of the month but cold southerly air brought general and occasionally heavy falls 
to the South-West and South-East divisions on the following eight days. Up to six inches were 
recorded in places for this period (e.g. Hopetoun 630 points) ; but the heaviest falls were con- 
fined to the South-Coastal and South-Central sub-divisions and to the south-westerly parts of 
the South-East division. Falls tapered off northwards, so that the North-Coastal sub-division 
was almost unaffected. The same areas received moderate rains of up to 70 points on the last 
day of the month. 


To the north, in the Gascoyne and the tropical divisions there was practically no rain during 
the month, only isolated falls, of one or two points being registered, except at Hall’s Creek which 
recorded 16 points on the 29th. 


Consequently for all divisions except parts of the South-West, South-East and Kimberley 
the rainfall deficiency for 1959 became more marked during the month. 


Temperature—The month began very warm everywhere with temperatures on the first two 
days up to 15° above average. 


Except for areas near the south coast, the month was characterized by three almost equal 
periods, during the first and third of which temperatures were above average, but in the middle 
there was a period when daily maxima dropped to the fifties and sixties over the southern half 
of the State and Mount Barker recorded a maximum of only 49° on the 17th. Night temperatures 
were also low, frequent frosts being reported in areas from Mullewa and Dalwallinu to Bridgetown 
and eastwards to Rawlinna, Laverton and Kalgoorlie, while Wandering had a minimum of only 
27° on the 18th, which equalled the all-time September minimum for the State. 


The highest temperature recorded for the month was 106° at Fitzroy Crossing on the 28th. 


Metropolitan—Perth started the month with a record temperature of 80-8° on the Ist and 
82-3° on the 2nd, but thereafter, although temperatures were above average up to and including 
the 11th and again from the 20th onwards, they were frequently only just above ; and during 
the eight days in the middle of the month the daily maximum was between 60° and 65°, against 
an average for the month of 66-7°. 


Night minima followed a similar trend but with more nights below average than above and 
a minimum of only 39° on the 17th, the lowest recording since July 1957. 


Only small amounts of rain fell during the period of the cold southerly winds in the middle 


of the month, the highest daily fall being 50 points on the 16th. By the end of the month only 
120 points had fallen, against a September average of 324 points; and in view of the fact that 
by that time only 2020 points had fallen compared with an average of 3140 for the nine months 
period ended September, water restrictions were imposed.
